The disclosure is objected to because in the first paragraph of the specification as 
amended, the instant application is said to be a continuation-in-part of itself, the status of earlier 
applications has not been updated, and Office records do not indicate that U.S. application serial 
no. 09/372,493 was a continuation-in-part of U.S. application serial no. 08/854,175. In the Brief 
Description of the Drawings at the bottom of page 9, references to Figures 20-24 should instead 
be to Figures 21-25, respectively, and a corrected brief description of Figure 20 should be added: 
for example, Figure 21 rather than Figure 20 is a perspective view of a lens button component, 
and Figure 22 rather than Figure 21 shows a magnetic ring (as evidenced by page 18, last 
paragraph). On page 12, line 21, "and", last occurrence, should be replaced by --an--. On page 
19, line 16, the last comma should be replaced by -or-. Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor, at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The 
front optical lens section of the button being an assembly (claim 13, lines 2 and 10) and the 
magnetic ring and concentric stem having the same height (claim 13, line 6) are not found or 
suggested in the original disclosure. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In claim 13, line 2, the second comma should be deleted; on line 5, "the height" 
lacks a proper antecedent basis; on line 11, "therein" should apparently be replaced by - 
wherein--. 

The Applicant's remarks have been considered and are adequately addressed in the above 

grounds of rejection, necessitated by newly added claim 13 (which differs in scope from 

canceled claim 1). Therefore:
